When fifty-odd students interested in the 
issues being discussed by the Faculty of Arts 
and Science entered the Council Rpom of the 
Leacock Building where that body was meeting, 
it quickly became apparent to the distinguished 
professors that they could hold an open meeting 
or, alternatively, hold no meeting at all. 

Incredibly, they voted to hold no meeting 
ataU. 

This meant that pressing matters, notably 
CEGEP policy, would go undiscussed. It had- 
not at any point been made clear just why stu- 
dents could not be allowed to hear the discus- 
sion of these matters. And when one of the stu- 
dents pointed out that the pros and cons of open 
meetings had all been brought out and all that 
was requved' was a simple vote the only reply 
given was that Senate had left the question up 
to the individual faculties. 

The vote was close - 64-49. And several 
faculty members - first Morrie Baum, then 
Laurier LaPierre spoke in favor of letting 
the students stay. B.W. Boville of Meteorology 
noted that they should have realized that they 
couldn't put off the question of open meetings 
forever and now that it was forced on them, 
they^should deal with it. 

But for most of the faculty, it wasn't the 
question of whether the students should or 
should not stay that mattered. What concerned 
them was that the students had been impoUte, 
that they had not done things in the proper 
manner. And predictably, Leo Yaffe of Chemis- 



try got up and objected to operating undèir a 
tlu-eat. 

Then, after about ten minutes of discus- 
sion, Yaffe rnoyed to adjounK:.^e^ vote ^ was 
dramatic, with Uie students ^iratching^it^carefuùy 
and noting at what point specific, hands went 
up - Michael Oliver for, CD. Solin against. And 
then everyone was getting up tojeave. 

The feelings of the students afterwards 
were mixed. They didn't think the manoeuvre 
itself, taken in isolation, • had accomplished 
terribly much, largely because of the intransi- 
gence of the faculty ijfiémfiëre in refusing to 
discuss important questions openly. It would 
have to be followed through on, and then an im- 
portant precedent would have been established. 

Iri^the^fifteeri - miM they were in the 
Council room, the students had undergone an 
educational experience. They had seen the facul- 
ty caught off their guard, with the liberal preten- 
ses of the reactionaries largely stripped away 
and the more progressive-minded forced to take 
a position in favor of the students. 

Yesterday's manoeuvre, carried out with 
military precision, was part of a mopping-up 
operation. The debate on open meetings has 
been over for some time. It has been fairly 
conclusively resolved in favor of them. Senate 
and most of its committees no\y meet m the 
open, and the world has failed to end as a re- 
sult. 

It wouldn't end if Arts and Science Faculty 
meetings were open either. And they will be.

The Uncensored Version was confiscated 
in a number of schools yesterday, but we 
expected that. 

The first totally unrestricted organ of 
communication, Uie newspaper dealt wiUi 
basic defects of the current secondary 
school situation. Many high school admbi- 
istrations, moreover, stopped hundreds 
from reaching the students and the manag- 
ing board of Uie paper became the target of 
numerous reprisals. 

The adverse reaction of the schook to the 
journal, however, was less of a deterrent to 
further publication than a confirmation of 
the total opposition of secondary school ad- 
ministrations to freedom of speech. For the 
first tune, high school students were allow- 
ed to employ theb- own definition of respon- 
sibility and Uie general reaction of admhi- 
istiations was terror. 

It is too soon to tell wheUier it's all been 
worth it. Activism in high schools is dange- 
rous, weakly supported and still not in fash- 
ion. It is far harder to break through the 
rail of authority in secondary schools than 
to get action in the university. But a crack 
has appeared.

At the first open meeting of the new Se- 
nate, Leo Yaffe, chairman of Uic Chemistry 
Department, denied a statement in the Daily 
Uiat his Report on Uie Faculty of Graduate 
Studies and Research was "top-secret". 

At any rate, top-secret or not, Uie report 
(as a Senate document) has since been de- 
classified, and most of it makes pretty 
dry reading. Like the secUons on who should 
have auUiority over Uie Management Deve- 
lopment Institute (ever heard of it?) or over 
Uie Computing Center (presumably, you've 
heard of that one). And like why an Associa- 
te Dean for Registration and Records should 
be appointed for the faculty.

A verbose dean and a witty 
professor fought for the spotlight 
at a Moyse Hall teach-hi on ra- 
cism last night, resehdng for 
NDP House Leader David Lewis 
the opportunity to make coherent 
and meaningfiU statements about 
French-English conflict in Cana- 
da. 

' SpeaUng on a panel with Dean 
IVIaxwell Cohen of Law and Pro- 
fessor Laurier Lapierre of His- 
tory as part of a four day debate 
on racism sponsored by the De-; 
bating Union and the Hillel So- 
ciMy^^Iiewis scored economic 
disparity 'as the main cause of 
fear and iiatred between Cana- 
da's two founding races. 

The social order itself, not just 
the laws regarding housing and 
employment practices, must be 
changed in order to eliminate 
racial tensions, according to the 
NDP leader. 

Meanwhile, in the struggle 
between the other two panel 
members for the approval of the 
audience of 400 students, Lapier- 
re won a clear decision in that his 
jokes received louder laughs and 
his accusations more applause. 

"I will speak to you in English, 
which is the rule of a bilingual 
country," thejpfofésâr'qùipped 
to open his preliniinary speech, 
but he disappointed later when 
he did not develop the theme of 
FYench-English racism in edu- 
cation. 

. Instead, he explored the deve- 
lopment of universities' contri- 
bution to elite groups in society, 
groups that have racist inclina- . 
Uons biherent in theh- exclusive- 
ness. 

Cohen restricted his opening 
speech to consideration of legis- 
lation again^fiaj^, literature. 
Somehow, hie niânâged to talk 
twice as long as Lewis and La- 
pierre, dealing with more general 
topics, did. 

"We must be careful not to 
interrupt legitunate debate, but 
racist det>ate is not legitimate 
debate and it should be legislated 
against," Dean Cohen concluded. 

When, the question period 
came, we agahi heard more from 
Dean Cohen than from the other 
two speakers combined. He took 
it upon himself to answer a ques^ \ 
tion regarding IMcGill's role in 
the war in Vietnam'and in train- 
ing students for the managerial 
élite and spent half an hour de- 
fending the University. 

Then he expanded his answer 
to include a defense of the status 
quo in Canada, claimbig that it 
had effected significant progress 
in the struggle for a "good" so- 
ciety.inafelatively shprt time.

Lewis hits 
racists

Student aggression in Quebec 
is motivated by the. desire of 
the French middle-class to share 
the same place in society as the 
English-speaking middle class. 
So said David Lewis, NDP fe- 
deral house leader, at yester- 
day's teach-in on racism. 

He said racism hi Canada, 
as everywhere else, is due to 
social and economic.inetiuaUties. 
The student activiirmovements 
in the French education system 
emerge because the French-Ca- 
nadians are deprived of sharing 
in the wealth; their actions do 
not stem from René Leveque's 
"touching nationalism". 

Referring to the Indian pro- 
blem in Canada he chimed 
there was no reason for the re- 
servations to be slums, nor for 
the useless education system, 
lior for the totally inadequate me- 
dicalcare. ; 

Racism, said Lewis, wUl never 
be totally eradicated but the 
search for a perfect society would 
only lead to political inaction. It 
is possible for conununity lead- 
ers to create an environment hi 
which the influence and effect of 
racism would be mhihnized, he 
said. 

The social and economic field 
should be the first to be attacked. 
Poverty and exploitation, parti- 
cularly hi slum ghettos, have to 
be eradicated first, he claimed. . 

He called for le^lation to pre- 
vent this kind of "human degra- 
dation", and said.it would have 
an important educative effect and 
"make the notion of the law part 
of the conventional wisdom of 
society". 

"It is worth tlie cost in free- 
dom of speech to ban racist lite- 
ralure"._He pointed to. the Nazi

Loyola might merge 
with Sir George

The Union Nationale yesterday 
slipped another ace hito the hand 
of theh- NDG candidate, John 
.Lynch-Staunton; by making pu- 
bUc the granthig to Loyola Col- 
lege of $5.3 million outright, and 
the possibility of a further $619,- 
000 later on. 

Although technically not withbi 
the NDG ridbig, Loyola's proxi- 
mity made it an -obvious choice 
for further UN gestures to prove 
the government's goodwill towards 
English-speaking Quebecers. 

This larger sum cancels the 
previously proposed $4 million 
grant made earlier this summer. 
It will be used to wipe out capi- 
tal debts hicurred by the college 
m the construction of a sports 
complex, library, classroom 
buildings, and renovations. 

At the thne of theh* construc- 
tion, Loyola had expected assis- 
tance from the government, but 
had received none. 

The second, smaller grant 
was proposed by Education IVIi- 



nistcr Cardhial (Union Nationa- 
le candidate, hi the by election 
to replace the late Premier 
Daniel Johnson m Bagot riding) 
to cover the operathig deficit 
for the remahider of the year. 

Shice hi the past it was poli- 
tically bnpossible for the go- 
vernment to subsidize four En- 
glish-speaking universities to 
the French-speaking population's 
three, Loyola could only re- 
ceive $550 per student each 
year rather than the $1000 to 
$2000 given to a university. ■ 

An hitemal committee at 
SGWU has been set up to deter- 
mhie the dhrection of the Sbr Geor- 
ge representatives who will meet 
with Loyola. Evenmg Students' 
Association President Bill O'lVIa- 
honey said that there would be 
student representation from both 
day and evenhig students^associa- 
tions on the bitèifnal^cbnuhittee 
but declined to say whether it 
had been decided to include stu- 
dents on the actual negotiations 
committee.

The Question of Discipline 



Senate meets today at 2:10 in the eighth-floor Council Room of the 
Leacock Building. Probably the most significant question to which it will 
address itself is the need, long obvious, for the creation of a code of discipline 
written by all sectors of the university - faculty, students, and administration 
- and applicable to all sectors. 

Specifically, Senate will be asked by Students' Society President 
Robert Hajaly to reconstitute the Committee on Student Disciplinary 
Regulations on a tripartite basis to draft sitch a code. 

If the proposal is accepted, we may be on the way to eliminating a 
'^'situation in which students feel compelled to take direct action - like occupy- 
ing Jhe^^^dminist ration Building ' to disrupt the functioning of a system of 
dim0ne which is arbitary and bldtantly eiiscrimihatory^^^^ indicates 
that opposition to.such a proposal, however, is well-entrenched. 



The Code of Student Disciplinary Procedures that 
now exists is the vrark of a Senate committee that was 
established in 1963 to examine the disciplinaiy pro- 
cedures of the university. No students sat on that com- 
mittee. No representatives of the McGill Association 
of University Teachers (MAUT) sat on that committee. 
The final report^ofitbe committee was approved by 
Senate on December 22, 1965, and proclaimed in Sep- 
tember, 1965. The Committee on Student Discipline 
was subsequently appointed by Senate to implement 
the code. 

^e code was not seriously challenged until Prin- 
î' ànd VIceChancellor H. Rocke Robertson, the 
^senior disciplinary officer of the university, .decided^ 
last November to charge Daily staffers Pétér'AUnutt^ 
and Pierre Foumier and columnist John Fekete with 
publishing an article that violated "standards of de- 
cency acceptable by and in this university". (The 
articI^in.question "the Parts that were left put of the 
Kenne^^Mk", was reprinted from ' Paul Krassner's 
The.^Rodistiii^Robatsônyliadj^o^^ charged the 
journalists 'with '^ptibI]shihg^''obsceM libel", but was 
subsequently informed by the administration's legal ad- 
visors that in doing so he was helping to build a libel 
suit against the university, which was at that time legally 
responsible for the Students' Society.

But what enraged 200 students to the point where no- 
thing short of the occupation of the Administration 
Buidling could express their contempt for the university's 
'discipline' and their determination to have the charges 
dropped was Robertson^s belief that the Code of Student ■ 
Discipline could t^|^^^.çnfprce;his personal stand-

ards of taste and morality upon the entire univenity 
community, with the violation of the autonomy of the' 
Students' Society that this naive belief entailed. 

The lesson was not lost on Students' Council. At 
its meeting of November 8, it voted to refer the 
issue to the Judicial Conunittee of tHe Students' Society 
.and urged the Administration to desist from further 
action pending the decision of the conunittee. It also 
voted to replace the Code of Student Disciplinary Regu- 
lations with a University Code of Discipline that was to 
have been constructed by a joint commission of faculty 
and students. This committee was never constituted. 
One week later, Council protested the adminishration's 
M<hiitiation of disdpUiiary^iiroceedings.aga^ 
'^ Foumier and Fekete,' and asked the Committee on Stu- 
dent Discipline to dirop its charges against the three 
members of the Daily staff. In a letter delivered to the 
Students' Society President, Peter Smith, Robertson in- 
dicated that the administration could not withdraw 
thechàrgès: 

"...I believe that these rules must be admhiistered with 
flexibility and humanity. I do not believe they should 
breached or tampered with under pressure. Let the 
proper processes that have been set underway take their 
course, calmly and deliberately. Let fair men, duly 
appointed, do their difficult duty. Afterwards, we will 
'speak of change." 

The most glaring fault of the code is its complete 
neglect of the principle of "nulla peona sine leg" (no 
punishment without law). It simply does not deHne mis- 
demeanors. Any proper code should specify what are 
considered hifractions. Currently, any senior disciplinary 
officer-.of Jhe uniyersity.can^suspeh a student for any 
act that he' tlii^' is hot becoming to a shident at this his- 
tltiition. And for any length of thne until a hearing is 
; - held. On top of this, it may tum out that the officer bring- 
hig the diarge can sit as one of the judges when the case 
is beuig heard. And, of course, disciplmary proceedings 
are held hi closed session. 

Enter the new executive... 

In May of this year, the Students' Society executive 
elect made representations to the admuiistration with the 
ahn of reconstituting the Committee on Student Disciplin- 
ary Regulations on the tripartite basis that had first been 
suggested in the Students' Council motion of last Novem- 
berS. ' ^ 

But administrators were learning ^ few tricks them- 
selves. They invited three representatives of the Stu- 
dents' Society to sit oh the Student Disciplinary Regula- 
tions Committee - together with nhie administrators 
and one faculty member - as the committee attempted 
a restructairmg of the Gpde^^^;(^^^p^ 

A letter to Roberisoni by St^ems' Society President- 
elect Robert Hajaly repeated the necessity for a new 
code of discipline that embraced all sectors of the lini- 
versity community, referred to by Hajaly as a "Univer- 
sity Code of Standards and Discipline". The letter reaf- 
firms also the need for a tripartite commlltiee - a com- 
mittee of nine cbnsisthig of three members named by 
"Senate, three representatives of the MAUT and three 
representatives of the Students' Society. 

At the Senate meeting of June 17, Law Dean Maxwell 
Cohen reported on the meeting of the existing Committee 
on Student Disciplinary Regulations which had been held 
three days earlier and presented Senate with a motion 
approving in principle the restructuring of the committee 
on a tripartite basis and stipulating that the existing 
committee should meet again to "consider also the inter- 
im procedures and composition of the Committee on Stu- 
dent Di-scipline. pending a full review of the restructured ' 



.committee",. 



In other words, Cohen's motion was basically a de- 
layfaig tactic. In any case, Senate decided to defer con- 
sidération of the motion. 

Senate met again on June 21. It passed a motion pre- 
sented by Academic Vice-Principal Michael Oliver in 
which Scii'ate expressed its intention "to give high prio- 
rity to the student request that the Committee on Student 
Disciplinary Regulations be restructured in the fall, and 
ht the meanthne asks the committee to proceed with its 
niandatc.''Cnie committee had expressed its bitention to 
overhaul the existing code, to give it some semblance of 
relevance and credibility). The motion, which was earn-, 
ed, also re-invited three students to sit on "the com- 
mittee unUl the fall. 

MeanWhIle, a summer meethig of Students' Council 
had ro«xpressed the need for a code of discipUne ap- 
plicable to; all sectors of the university. Council also 
specified that three student representatives should be 
sent to the" Committee as it then existed, without waitmg 
for the yitolesale restructuring that was apparently re- 
served for-the fall. 

And while all this was happienhig. External Vice-Pres- 
ident Ian Hyman was conducUng an histnictive exchange 
of corresj^ndence with Prhicipal Robertson. Hyman had 
asked Robertson what prevented the committee from 
being reconstituted on the three-three-three basis that 
the students had suggested. Robertson's reply was that 
the MAUT was not then prepared to send three represent- 
atives to^ the commission. Hyman subsequently learned 
from MAOT President John Dealy that three representa- 
tives of the professors' union couid hideed l» sent to a 
commission. Apparently the Principal was behig some- 
what disingenuous.

The muiutes of that meeting reveal an ahnost para- 
noiac fear, on the part of administrators as to what the 
combig year mJght hold hi the way of student disturban- 
ces. The recurring theme is the absolute necessity of 
revisuig the existmg code of disdplhie quiddy so that 
student trouble-makers could be prosecuted and punish- 
ed with some semblance of order and legitimacy. In order 
for this semblance of legitimacy to exist, it was clear 
that any revision of the code, even if only to last until a 
. completely restructured conunittee revised it agahi hi 
the fall, must involve student participation. 

A motion presented by Hajaly askuig that the commit- 
tee ask Senate to dissolve it and reconstruct it along the 
three-three-three basis earlier suggested by the students 
was defeated. 

Finally, a subcommittee was set up to consider 'ttie| 
posdbility,of:;a- University Code while the orighial com- 
mittee coiîtihued to meet. 

On August 19, the subcommittee reported to its parent 
committee. It recommended that the work of the original 
committee should not delay a request to Senate to "con; 
sider a' mandate with respect to exploring" a University- 
mde code. It specifies that the MAUT should be consult- 
ed on the question. It termed the prospect of a universal 
code"dèhable". 

On September 10, Senate issued a statement wambig 
that "the authorities of the University have the responsi- 
■ bility of mamtaining access to and normal and proper 
use of its facilities. (Hearly, it had thuigs like the occu- 
pation of the Administration Building hi mind. 
v,MeanwfaUe, .the three.student representatives to the 
Cânunitiira' that had beeii appobited on a temporary basis 
were not ràtiFied by Council. They never attended an- 
other meeting. 

On September 12. Hajaly received a letter from Reg- 
isbar McDougall picadmg with the Students' Society to 
name representatives to the committee to replace the un- 
ratUied ones so that there would be some sort of plausi- 
ble code hi effect for (he start of the term. What the ad- 
ndnistratlon wanted above all was the participation of 
students in the temporary revision of the code to pro-, 
tcct it from charges that the hiterests of students hadn't 
been taken into account. 

The letter also reaffirmed that the statement of Sep- 
tember 10 did not really mhoduce powers that are not 
"hidicated" hi the original code. Clearly, the Admhiis- 
b^tion expects the worst.
